The 
A m erican Is E arl M. Rice, of Portland, 
Orerron. who was ship's surgeon.

survivors landed at Q ueenstow n. 
According to reports of survivors, 
th e U-boat first shelled, without w arn 
ing. the vessel from a range of about 
4A00 yards, and then sent her to the 
bottom with a torpedo. 
Rice gave th e following account of 
th e sinking: 
"T he first we knew w as th e sound 
of a violent explosion, which shook the 
ship from end to end, at 1.40 P M. on 
Thursday.

"Seven l a s c a r s w ere killed by the 
explosion.

"An hour and a half after the torpo 
rtolnf the captain, th e engineer and the 
wireless m an got the wireless w orking 
a n i began esndlng out S O S c a l’s. 
riving details of th e position. 
" T v^‘ reply cam e alm ost instantly, 
but from an unexpected quarter. T he 
subm arine, which evidently was lying 
ow in the haze tw o miles or so away, 
p u k e d 
up

w ireless and began 
'helling the M antola 
from four hun 
fired yards 
d is t a n t 
m eanw hile 
ap 
preaching at full speed, so th a t the 
ran ee rapidly decreased. 
Some of the 
shells were 
loaded 
with 
shrapnel, 
which burst about the M antola and 
around the lifeboats. 
T he la tte r had 
returned close to th e Mantola, but the 
sailor* now put a1! their m uscle into 
th e oars to Increase th e ir distance 
from th e su b m arin e's target. 
F o rtu ­ 
nately nobody w as h u rt by the sh e l’s. 
although everybody was badly frig h t­ 
ened. 
"By this tim e th e subm arine was 
plainly visible to everybody, her guns 
em itting angry little flashes as they 
sent their m issies tow ard the Mantola. 
A cool-headed passenger on my boat 
took out a pocket notebook and c a r e ­ 
fully m arked down a cross every tim e 
the subm arine fired. 
His record shows 
that forty-seven shells were fired. 
"T he subm arine was within 2t>0 or 
3<K* ra n is of the M antola when an u n ­ 
identified vessel began to loom up on 
t ‘ ° hazy horizon. 
T he su b m arin e’s 
com m ander decided
